The body of. Gus Buettner of 
‘waterloo, Ill., who shot and killed 
a young Waterloo pair Sunday 
night, was found today, a bullet 
through the head, locked in his 
automobile on a side road near 
Smithton, 14 miles northeast of 
Waterloo. A revolver lay in his 


p. 

Deputy Sheriffs did not force the 
ear doors open, pending arrival of 
the Coroner. The body was identi- 
fied by Bryant Oris, editor of a 
‘Waterloo newspaper. The car ap- 
parently had been there since Sun- 
day night, as it had rained early 
yesterday morning and the tracks 
of the tires had been washed out. 

The body was found by Peter 
Blank, a farmer living nearby, who 

w the automobile yesterday noon 
on the farm of Fred Daab. When 
he saw the car still parked there 
this afternoon, Blank investigated 
and found the body. 

The bullet had entered Buettner’s 
tight temple and*emerged over the 
left ear. The body was slumped 
over the steering wheel. | 

Buettner has been the object of 
an intensive search by a large 
number of armed citizens and of- 
ficers of Monroe County. No trace 
of the fugitve had been found un- 
til the discovery today. The farm 
near Smithton is in St, Clair Coun- 
ty, several miles from the Monroe 
County line. Waterloo is the seat 
of Monroe County.

KILAUEA VOLCANO WATCHED 
AFTER EARTHQUAKE AT HILO 


Shock Dismantles Instruments 

Observatory, Causes Cracks in 

- Buildings. 

HILO, T. H., May 16 (AP).— 
Scientists watched Kilauea Volcano 
for possible signs of eruption today 
after an earthquake which caused 
minor damage to some buildings 
here yesterday. 

The earthquake, described by seis- 
mologists as moderate to strong, oc- 
curred at 10:27 a. m. and dismantled 
instruments at Kilauea Observatory. 
caused cracks in several office build- 
ings, loosened a beamina newspa- 
per plant and precipitated a large 
landslide in Kilauea’s crater. 

Kilauea, less than 30 miles from 
Hilo on Hawaii Island and the 
world’s largest active volcano, last 
erupted in 1934 after a sharp earth- 
quake. All previous’ eruptions, 
since scientists, began watching the 
crater, have been preceded by earth- 
quakes. 


TAIKOKU, Formosa, May 16 
(AP).—An earthquake of moderate 
intensity shook the island of For- 
mosa today. Reports indicated 
there were no casualties nor ser- 
ious damage. 


WOMAN PLUNGES 10 DEATH 


On Second Honeymoon Leaps From 
Third Story. 


CHICAGO, May 16 (AP).—Mrs. 
Celia Czarney, 25 years old, plunged 
to her death from a third-story 
apartment today, three days after 
she and her husband returned from 
their second honeymoon. The hus- 
band, Joseph Czarney, 27, said his 
wife had been morose last evening 
when they were drinking in a tav- 
ern. On their arrival home soon 
after midnight, he said, Mrs. Czar- 
ney leaped out of the bathroom 
window as he pleaded with her not 
to jump. 

Czarney said parental objections 
to their first marriage, in 1936, led 
to a divorce April 13, but that they 
were remarried 11 days later.

STARK KANSAS CITY POLICE 
-* BILL PASSES HOUSE, 110-33 


Emergency Clause Added, 
Making Measure Effec- 
tive When Signed Instead 
of in September—Senate 


Gets Measure Now. 


JEFFERSON CITY, MAY 16 
(AP).—The House today sent to 
the Senate Gov. Lloyd C. Stark’s 
bill for State control of Kansas 
City’s police after arming it with 
an emergency clause to make it 
operative as soon as it is passed 
by the upper branch and signed 
by the Governor, 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 16.— 
The House this afternoon passed 
Goy, Lloyd C, Stark’s Kansas City 
police bill after only 12 minutes 
of debate following the noon re- 
cesg. The vote was 110 to 33, sup- 
porters of the bill gaining six votes 
over the total on perfection of the 
bill a week ago. The number of 
adverse votes was the same as on 

perfection. ' 

Immediately after the passage of 
the bill, arguments began on the 
adoption of the emergency clause, 
which would put the act into ef- 
fect immediately after its passage 
by the Senate and signature by the 
Governor. If the emergency clause 
is defeated, it will not go into ef- 
fect until next September, or 90 
days after the final adjournment of 
the Legislature, 

The Kansas City Pendergast 
group had been concentrating ef- 
forts for a week to obtain votes 
against the emergency clause, and 
thus postpone the date when the 
Kansas City crime clean-up could 
begin. A loss of 11 votes of the 
total for the passage of the bill 
would defeat the emergency clause, 
100 votes being needed, while only 
76 are required for the passage of 
the bill. 

The bill will now go to the Senate 
for its consideration., It will reach 
there tomorrow, and will be re- 
ferred to a committee Thursday. 
Prompt action by “the committee, 
which is expected, will put the bill 
on the floor of the Senate for a 
vote by the middle of next week, 


Hogan Pleads for Delay. 


When the bill was called up as 
a special order of business at 11 
o'clock, Representative Edward J: 
Hogan of St. Louis attempted to 
delay consideration on the ground 
that several St. Louis members who, 
expected to vote against the bill 
were not in their seats. Represen- 
tative William.B. ‘Weakley of Pike 
County, author of the bill, refused 
to agree to a postponement, point- 
ing out that the exact time when 
the bill would be taken up had 
been known for nearly a week. 

Representative W. O. Hanks of 
Joplin, the first speaker, argued 
that the bill was unconstitutional 
as special legislation, but, because 
similarly worded legislation has fre- 
quently been upheld in the Supreme 
Court, little attention was given 
his point. 


Elliott Answers for G. O. P. 


Representative Howard Elliott of 
University City, a Republican lead- 
er, answered a charge that the 
unanimous support of the bill by 
Republican members was for polit- 
ical purposes. 

Elliott said that the Republican 
platforms in the State had directed 
attention to election frauds and 
police corruption and intimidation 
in Kansas City and had pledged 
the party to correct conditions 
whenever it had the opportunity. 

“We have had no caucus on this 
bill,” Elliott said, “and needed none. 
The vote of the Republican min- 
ority in this house is the deciding 
vote; cast for the bill, it would 
pass it; cast against it, would de- 
feat it. We have supported the 
bill unanimously because it is a 
good government measure and in 
doing so we have consistently stood 
by the position of the Republican 
party in this State for many years.” 


TWO RIDE BURNING PLANE 


TO SAFE LANDING PLACE 


Naval Lieutenant and Civilian Em- 
ploye Choked by Fumes; Fire 
Extinguished. 


SEAFORD, Del., May 16 (AP).— 
A Naval Lieutenant and a civilian 
employe of the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard aircraft factory rode a flam- 
ing plane to a safe landing place 
today. near a’ schoolyard. 

Lieut. J. T. Thornton Jr., 23 years 
old, of New York City and A. H. 
Hanson, foreman of aircraft me- 
chanics, were choked by smoke and 
fumes from the flames near the 
motor.in the nose of the plane but 
escaped injury. The flames were 
quickly extinguished on the ground. 

Thornton said he was on a rou- 
tine flight to Norfolk, Va., when 
the plane developed motor trouble 
and soon caught fire.

TOOTH AND TONSIL 
‘JERKING’ UNDER FIRE 


Two Philadelphia Physi- 
cians Condemn I[ndiscrim- 
inate Excisions in Hunt 
for Infection Focus. 


Not only the medical but the le- 
gal, economic and social aspects of | 
medical practice were matters of 
exposition and debate today as the 
nineteenth annual convention of 
the American Medical Association, 
with several thousand physicians 
registered, got into full stride in 
the Municipal Auditorium and half 
a dozen hotels. 

New steps in science were re- 
viewed this morning in a medical 


session at Hotel Jefferson, a sur- 
gical session in the Opera House, 
in the week’s display of exhibits 
and continuous motion pictures in 
the Convention Hall, and in meet- 
ings of several affiliated organiza- 
tions with limited: and specialized 
membership. 

New problems and old traditions 
in the non-scientific aspects of med- 
icine, with the well-known indica- 
tions of conflict at crucial points, 
are matter for the House of Dele- 
gates in session at Hotel Statler, 
parficularly for its special com- 
mittee to study the Wagner health 
bill and for its executive session 
this afternoon. 


174 of 112,000 Do the Work. 


The 112,000 fellows of the A. M. 
A.—largest scientific organization 
in the world—have assigned i174 
delegates to handle such affairs 
in their annual convention. All the 
others of the several thousand fel- 
lows registered are left free to 
deal with what most of them con- 
sider the more fundamental side of 
their profession. 

Yesterday they heard of local 
contributions to science in a pro- 
gram by St. Louis physicians, of 
developments in the field of allergy 
and discovery of an extraordinary 
effect of distilled water in X-ray 
treatment of cancer. 

Today, in the general scientific 
meetings, they heard of equally ex- 
traordinary developments in diag- 
nosis and treatment of heart dis- 
ease—including once unheard-of op- 
erations on the heart itself—in cor- 
rection of obscure dietary defects, 
in perfect repair of dreaded spinal 
fractures, in .the treatment, though 
not. in the prevention, of burns; 
and they applauded a severely crit- 
ical appraisal of tooth and tonsil 
removal in disease of other organs. 

Inauguration Tonight. 

The serious business along either 
line will be suspended this evening, 
however, for welcomes, the recog- 
nition of achievement and the in- 
auguration of Dr. Rock Sleyster of 
Wauwatosa, Wis., as president for 
the coming twelvemonth, in the 
opening general meeting in the 
Opera House. Dr. Sleyster will 
deliver an inaugural address follow- 
ing welcomes by the Governor, the 
Mayor, the presidents of the Mis- 
souri State Medical Association 
and St. Louis Medical Society.

Tooth ‘and Tonsil “Jerking.” 

The appraisal of tooth and tonsil 
“jerking,” a once popular practice, 
was made in the medical division 
today by.Dr. Hobart A. Reimann 
and Dr. W. Paul Havens of Cin- 
cinnati, who supplemented studies 
of patients and thousands of chil- 
dren by an exhaustive check of 
medical literature. 

“No one will deny that the gen- 
eral concept of focal infection in 
relation to systemic disease is 
sound,” they conceded in theory, 
but in practice, they warned, 25 
years’ experience “has not provid- 
ed sufficient evidence to warrant 
the routine extraction of teeth or 
excision of tonsils in the hope of 
influencing general systematic or 
remote disease.” 

Theoretically, too, the frequency 
with which acute rheumatic fever 
was found to have followed tonsil- 
litis suggested some connection. 
But students of rheumatic fever 
found little difference between pa- 
tients with and without tonsils—

The theoretical connection with 
focal infection had been acted on 
particularly in rheumatoid arthri- 
tis, yet here, also, “in recent years 
more and more evidence has accu- 
mulated throwing grave doubt on 
the indiscriminate removal of teeth 
or tonsils. Those who have had ex- 
tensive experience with the disease 
are growing skeptical of the theory 
or never did accept it.” 


Why Pick on the Tonsils? 


Even in theory, they argued, there 
was no particular ground for pick- 
ing on the tonsils when similar 
lymphoid tissue was found in many 
parts of the body; but the tonsils, 
they remarked, had advantages in 
accessibility. They had found, also, 
‘diseased tonsjls sometimes got bet- 
ter when a general condition was 
improved. 

In a 10-year study of several 
thousand children, they found that 
removal of tonsils reduced sore 
throats, though not other respira-: 
tory and ear infections. They 
judged these actual effects might 
have some indirect part in cutting 
down the occurrence of rheumatic 
fever, kidney disease and arthritis.

Dr. Tom D. Spies on Vitamins. 


The medical division heard an- 
other warning from Dr. Tom D. 
Spies of Cincinnati, who cited evi- 
dence developed in 10 years’ sys- 
tematic work in vitamin therapy 
that dietary deficiencies frequently 
occur in combinations. | 

While the folly of blind adminis- 
tration of miscellaneous vitamin 
preparations without an exact di- 
agnosis by the physician ig well 
known, Dr. Spies and his associ- 
ates pointed out another danger. 
Treatment of a single deficiency 
without general dietary regulation, 
he said, may allow others to arise 
or, undetected, to grow worse un- 
checked. 

Dr. Spies detailed the case of a 
patient who progressively respond- 
ed to treatment with four differ- 
ent vitamins. 

“This case illustrates the ex- 
tremely important concept that nu- 
tritional deficiencies exist as com- 
plexities and not as single enti- 
ties,” he commented. “The con- 
trolled studies:on this patient show 
that he had four distinct deficien- 
cy diseases.” 

Studies in the University of Cin- 
cinnati, Cincinnati General Hos- 
pital and Hillman Hospital at Bir- 
mingham, Ala., with the collabora- 
tion of Richard W. Vileer and Dr. 
William F. Ashe, were co ered in 
Dr. Spies’ report. 


Fads and Reducing Diets. 


Among most frequent causes for 
faulty diet he listed economic fac- 
tors, fads including reducing diet, 
eccentricities including over-eating 
of starches or fats, alcoholic addic- 
tion substituting drink for food, 
and substitution of snuff, tobacco, 
tea or coffee for nutritious food. 

Most of the deficiency diseases, 
he related, have prolonged and 
obscure early stages, when symp- 
toms are likely to be overlooked 
or misconstrued, Persons actual- 
ly in the early stages of pellegra, 
in particular, were likely to be 
diagnosed as neuresthenics. | 

“Their complaints are extremely 
numerous, vague and limited to no 
particular part of the body,” he 
related.

Phases of the Case. 


The most important phase of the 
case that is being built up against 
the film executives has to. do with 
the merger of Twentieth Century 
and Fox in 1935.

Dr. Gioacchino Failla of New 
studied under Mme. Marie Curie, 
received the Janeway medal of the 
American Radium Society last night 
at Hotel Jefferson for his improved 
method of destroying tumors in 
mice by combining X-ray treatment 
injections of distilled water. 

He said in his address it was too 
early to speak about practical ap- 
plications of the work, but this

“Just as cells of animal tumors 


swell after exposure to X-ray, so 
do they swell in human beings.” 
And, he said, with his method of) 
injecting distilled water after X-| 
rays, the swelling proceeds much 
faster and the tumor is completely 


| destroyed, leading to the possibility 


the research may mean better treat-| 

ment of cancer in human beings. | 
Accelerated Improvement. 

In his lecture and motion’ pic- 

tures, he pointed out that 500 X- 

ray units applied on a mouse tumor 


‘produced 2 per cent improvement. 
'When the same X-ray strength was 


applied with distilled water, how- 
ever, improvements was 30 per cent. 
Then when 1000 Roentgen units 
were used, there was 50 per cent 
regression of the tumor, but with 
the combination of water injections 
the X-rays produced 100 per cent 
improvement, 

Dr. Failla, 47 years old, a stvu- 
dent of electrical engineering be- 
fore he became interested in phys- 
ics, gave most of the credit for 
his work to his associates at Me- 
morial Hospital, Kanematsu Su- 
giura, Japanese chemist, and Mrs. 
Edith Quimby. 

Dr. Failla States Theory. 

He sai that over a period of 
years he had tried to formulate an 
explanation of the destruction of 
cancer cells following exposure to 
X-ray. The theory that he worked 
out was as follows: 

When X-rays pass through cells 
the atoms are-broken up into plus 
minus particles (positive and 
These so-called ions re- 
combine rapidly to form new sub- 
stances.

“Other patients have asthma with 
colds two or three times a year and 
later these attacks become longer 
and the intervals shorter until the 
condition changes to one of per- 
sistent trouble. 

“There is a group of persons, 
mostly men, whose asthma begins 
rather suddenly in middle age and 
advances rapidly in its intensity, 
even to death in a few cases. 

“It is important to call attention 
to the fact that asthma can occur 
without allergy.” 

Skin Has Sort of Memory. 

Speaking today before the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, Dr. Ma- 
rion B. Sulzberger of New York said 
that the skin may have a sort of 
memory since its capacity to react 
to irritating substances may persist 
for life. 

Skin tissues preserve a more or 
less permanent record of many of 
the allergic substances which they 
have encountered during the life- 
time of the individual, he _ said. 
How this record stamped on the 
skin cells can be transmitted to 
subsequent generations of cells that 
must replace the original ones in 
the course of years is a mystery, 
he added.

It was found that botanically re- 
lated foods did not have the same 
reactions on the children, but foods 
chemically alike and related in that. 
their proteins were the same, did 
react in the same way. That was 
best shown by the reactions from 
goat and cow's milk, he said.

Walter Cannon, Who Taught Him- 
self to Read, Has Written a Book of 
Reminiscences Based on His 51 Years 


WALTER CANNON. HE SPENDS MUCH OF HIS TIME READING, 


“Did I learn my lesson? You can 
judge from this. Next trip in the 
parlor car from .St. Louis to Chica- 
go I had four gentlemen. As I gave 
them the final wind-up with hat 
brush and whisk broom, each gave 
me a nickel. To each I said, ‘Thank 
you, sir. Thank you,’ with my best 
bow. Then they all burst out laugh- 
ing. I don’t know if Conductor 
Knapp had tipped them off to test 
my politeness. Each of the gentle- 
men Slipped me 25 cents on leaving 
the car.” 

Resourcefulness is another qual- 
ity Cannon admires in a porter. 
He does not claim that virtue for 
himself, but admired a_ porter 
named Dan Prince for being able 
to wiggle out of any scrape he -got 
into. 

“Pullman officials called Dan the 
‘prince of porters’ and he did have 
an unusual personality with a grin 
to captivate. On one of those old- 
time excursions, Dan was assigned 
to a car whose occupants were all 
women. Did we other porters kid 
Dan about his load of notoriously 
poor tippers! And did he turn the 
tables on us! At the end of the 
run he seemed so full of fun one 
lady asked him why he was_ so 
happy. ‘Well,’ said, Dan, loud 
enough for all to hear, ‘yesterday 
all the porters were giving me the 
laugh because I had only ladies in 
my car and I, too, thought I was 
playing in bad luck. But now look 
here. A lady just gave me a dol- 
lar bill!’ 

“‘Never mind,’ one of the ladies 
spoke up, ‘we'll take care of you.’ 
And they certainly did. Dan 
couldn't point out to us the pas- 
senger who had given him that first 
dollar bill. She must have got left 
at one of the stations. 

“In the old days,” Cannon goes 
on with his tales of Dan Prince, 
“Pullman coaches were lighted with 
oil lamps.

One night, 
when all the passengers had retired, 
one old gentleman refused to have 
his berth made up. It was the por- 
ter’s duty to keep the lamps in 
order. Dan, busying himself about 
the old gentleman’s' lamp, damped 
the wick with a wet sponge.
